It was h 
union of slave S'.aies in its birth; an.l 
when the mntittltioo of slavery comes tn 
be a source i i inequality and injuatic 
the L'nion, as originally constituted, will 
i.ave ceased to exist. 

That condition, we fear, is already in 
light, and nothing can avert it but th» 
gallant stand for the constitution made 
by Nortbera men. We ot the S-.ui i 
must be, in the main, passive spectators 
of the strifo. All that we can do \* to 
save our friends from reproach, by the 
moderation of our conduct, and to 
strengthen them by the firmness of our 
attitude. This is all we can do for the 
l'nion ; but there is much to be done fee 
ourselves, and but little time to perform 
it. 

In a few years Kansas will probably 
ask admission into the Union as a Neve 
State, and may be refused. It needs but 
free soil predominance in the House ol 
Representatives to achieve this end. If 
refused admission into this Tnion, she 
will undoubtedly be received by another, 
and the United States, South will begin 
their career. This proposition is loo 
clear for argument. Nothing but rank 
cowardice could induce the South to ac- 
quiesce in the e.\< iusiou of a slave Stat»- 
on me eeero ofhlavery. We assume, 
therefore, that the South will not ac- 
quiesce, and, BOOM qnenlly, we fear that, 
in a lew sears, Mason's and Dixon's 
line may be the boundary of foreign 
powers. 

The possibility of this event ere ites 
grave responsibilities. Virginia will !x 
a frontier Slate. Should war unhappily 
occur between the two republics, she will 
receive the first *hook. The bare pos- 
sibility of this thing demands instant 
preparation, so lar as it may be made 
ermaaml baeleafcmj the event and with 
strict fidelity to the constitution. 

If constitutional retaliation can be de- 
vmmf, and will probably be eflectual, let 
us try it, but let not the failure of coiirli- 
tutnmal expedients find us unprepared 
for the change in our political relations 
that mutt ensue. 

The next legUla' will find the com

gency, and in the main unprepared lor 
it. They will find hf r without au organ-

an equal number of new men, it would 
be rendered still easier. 

The present volunteer companies 
would form a part of the proposed force, 
and where such a company was formed, 
of course drafting would not be required. 

By some such system, an cure corps 
would be always at command to sup- 
pi. -s insur. ection, repel invasion, or act 
otfeaoively, if required. 

• inly one thing more would then be 
needed for the present. Annies without 
the means of concent r ation are useless, 
and in modern warfare this befleeted by 
steam, and with a rapidity not dreamed 
of thirty years ago. Twenty thousand 
men, dispersed through the Slate, would 
be available to suppress uisuri eclion, but 
not to repel iaeaetuO, unless other means 
01 transportation than then DWII legs be 
provided. A ayatem ol miiiatary com- 
munication is there fere indispensable to 
the safety of the State, and should be 
looked lo forthwith. 

To our unsophisticated view, the ccm- 
mercinl lines already marked out are in 
the main such routes as military defence 
requires. We call attention to the map 
'^f Virginia. It will be found that the 
northern frontier presents wl it in milita- 
ry periaaoo we believe is called eealienl 
anjrle. 'J'he north- we.-tern fa^.^ this 
angle is covered by the Ohio, and the 
north-eastern, to some extent, by the Po- 
tomac. Neither 01 these rivers could be 
crossed by an mending army if well de- 
U id ed , but the pace between them, con- 
stituting the point of the angle and «t por- 
tion ol its right face, has no such protec- 
tion. Moreover, the ranges of mountains 
and the livers run from the centra of the 
State towards tail 00041 sp,*ce, aaJ thus 
■leeenf an . ues ol approach instead ol 
lines of def t nee. Here, then, is the weak 
point on the northern frontier. On the 
east we are wholly exposed lo maritime 
invasion. An enemy, master of the ocean, 



one protected point, and that is Hamp- 
ton Roads. A fleet entering the cape.-, 
with an array on board, might land it in 
Lynnhaven bay, within twelve u ill . oi 
.Norfolk, or i;; York ri\vr, within forty 
milee of llichmond. 

Fortunately for us, however, the rail- 
roads already constructed or under con- 
tract, radiate from these two points to 
the interior, and need but completion to 
afford the desirable means of concentra- 
ting a foroa at either point. We should 
say, then, complete without delay the 
Petershurg and Norfolk and the Rich- 
mond and York River roads, for they are 
military roadl of the first importance. 

On the north, matters are not so favor- 
ably situated, but still, even here many 
of the roads tend in the right direction. 
The road from Harper s Ferry to Wheel- 
ing, partly on our own and partly on 
friendly soil, furnishes a means of com- 
munication from one Hank to the other 
of the weak position on the northern fron- 
tier. The rnrkeraburg branch runs off 
in a southwesterly direction; the Hamp- 
shire and Loudoun road to the southeast, 
and the Harper's ferry and Charlestown 
road, together with the McAdamized 
road from the latter place to Staunton, 
leads off to the south. 

But it will he oboerred that two-thirds 
of the trans- Alleghany region ia wholly 
insulated — that it baa no communication 
with the Northern frontier, except a pre- 
carious one up the Ohio, and none with 
E a itom Virginia. Vet, this very region 
is the seat of a 1 ;i o proportion <»f the 
military strength of the State, containing 
M it does, a majority of the while pop- 
ulation. It is as if we had a citadel fill- 
ed with men, and outworks feebly man- 
ned, with no communication from one 
to the other. Tin* Covington and Ohio 
road piereea through the heart of this re- 
gion, and will, when finished, pour its 
military strength either upon the sea- 
board, by the w ay ofStaunton anu Rich- 
mond, or upon the northern frontier by 
the wny of Staunton and Horner's Fer- 
ry, 

\\ e call upon tii" Legislature to con- 
sider these matters, and to give us a mil- 
itary force and the mean* of Using it. — 
Let it be done eaimix , and wiihout thn at 
or menace. Avoid every measure calcu- 
lated to wound our friends, but omit 
nothing neceeaary for our own defence 

Practical measures, and not abstract 
resolutions, are* what the people wish and 
expect. No exception cat; lie tnki n to 
the measures we have indicated, for thi y 
are itrictiy constitutional and eminent- 
ly pr. per. Carry them out, and we shall 
in- ready for whatever fate has in store 
for us.
